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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . In response to applicant's argument claim 1 , that the reference fails to show 
certain feature of applicant's invention, it is noted that the feature upon which applicant 
relies (i.e., allocating by a controlling radio network controller). Examiner respectfully 
disagrees the Alperovich's reference has disclosed TMSI (see col. 6, lines 32-37) is 
assigned by MSC 50 and MSC is part of controlling radio network controller. Therefore, 
it is a broadest reasonable interpretation. As to the argument on Remark pages 4-5, 
such an argument is deemed more in detail than claim.
